“You too can be beautiful in 
30-90 days. Just sign a contract 
with us. Use our pool, our exer¬ 
cise rooms, and all our other 
facilities to give you the figure 
you’ve always wanted.” 

This high pressure sales pitch 
has enticed some weight and fig¬ 
ure conscious Massachusetts resi¬ 
dents to join health spas. 

Some of the firms do provide 
an opportunity to tone muscles 
and take-off a few extra pounds. 
However, Attorney Gene r a 1 
Quinn reminds potential mem¬ 
bers that a health spa cannot give 
any one physical assets he does 
not posses to begin with. 

The Consumer Protection Div¬ 
ision warns consumers that a le¬ 
gal contract is difficult to break. 
Before becoming a health spa 
member, consumers should be 
certain that they fully understand 
the terms of any contract or re¬ 
tail installment sales agreement. 

In some instances, after sign¬ 
ing contracts for use of a health 
spa and beginning monthly pay¬ 
ments, members have decided 
that the exercise is too strenu¬ 
ous. Others have decided that 
they really do not wish to spend 
the money—up to $1000—for 
membership. 

Even though some members 
have obtained medical statements 
from their doctors claiming phys¬ 
ical inability to participate in 
these programs, these consumers 
are still hound to their contract. 
When a consumer signs a spa’s 
retail installment sales agree¬ 
ment, he has a right to use its 
facilities. However, he is also un¬ 
der obligation to pay for use of 
those facilities. Under this agree¬ 
ment, the spa has a right to col¬ 
lect the members’ money and an 
obligation to make the facilities 
available. 

Physical disability is not the 
responsibility of the spa. There¬ 
fore, the member is still hound 
to his contract obligation to pay 
even though he may be physical¬ 
ly unable to use the spa. 

In addition, certain health spas 
offer lifetime memberships. Be¬ 
fore signing on the dotted line 
for one of these, potential mem¬ 
bers should determine what “life¬ 
time’’ means. Many assume it 
means the lifetime of the mem¬ 
ber. However, in most cases, the 
health spa owner defines it as the 
lifetime of the spa. 

Consumers should also deter¬ 
mine whether the spa is actually 
an operating concern. In certain 
instances, consumers have paid 
for membership prior to a spa’s 
opening. On the supposed open¬ 
ing day, members have found 
that the spa could not raise 
enough money to open and the 
owner has left town with their 
money. 

If consumers are interested in 
getting in shape for summer by 
joining a health spa, they should 
deal with an established concern. 
They should also read any con¬ 
tract carefully and be fully aware 
of its terms.

There is a type of “noise pollution’’ that can be eliminated only 
at the ballot box. 

It is caused by the collision of two sound waves. One is a loud 
wail emanating from taxpayers, aghast at the growth of their tax 
Dills.

Therefore, primaries pre¬ 
sent the best chance for concerned citizens to pick, from among 
several candidates, those who most closely approximate their own 
views and those who are the best qualified. 

Businessmen can judge whether they are meeting public needs 
and wants by their sales in the competitive market place; voluntary 
agencies must justify their work to their contributors; government 
officials are controlled by the ballot. Let’s all use it.

tural Resources 30 days prior to 
the start of the project. 

Also added to the provision of 
the “Hatch Act” in 1971 was a 
change in the criminal penalty. 
This now allows for punishment 
by fine or not less* than one hun¬ 
dred dollars nor more than five 
thousand dollars, or by imprison¬ 
ment for not ujore than two 
years, or both. 

Any person anticipating doing 
work in an area which may he 
subject to this law, should con¬ 
tact the Commission, who may 
then request a determination by 
the law enforcement officer for 
the Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources.
